1 - $69,670.72/page at 208 pages (printing and mailing), minus current allotment of $5,733,000

2 - 32-page supplemental VIG (printing and mailing)

4 - $6,500 a month during election cycle, times 5 months (July-November)

6 - $0.3683/VRC, 1,000,000 printing/mailing additional voter registration cards

7 - $0.028/VNC, 500,000 printing/mailing additional voter notification cards

8 - 58 counties, 58 staff at $1,217/staff

9 - Outreach campaign, including billboards, PSAs, and other educational materials

10 - Counties with 0-150,000 eligible voters, costs estimated at $50k-$60k to process 10-13 petitions

11 - Counties with 151,000-1,000,000 eligible voters, costs estimated at $100k-184k to process 10-13 petitions
